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The newly appointed president of Sac- 
ramento State College, Dr. Bernard I 
Hyink, speaking at an informal press 
conference, his first since stepping into 
the presidency one week ago today, 
stressed the need for increased com- 
munication between the campus and the 
outside community 

‘The more rapport we can have be- 
tween the state government, the lcgis- 
lators, the governor, and the various 
people who represent our public, it seems 
to me the better.”’ 

Hvyink said he feels fortunate to be here 
in Sacramento. He comes from Cal State 
Fullerton, where he served as vice presi- 
dent for academic affairs before being 
named the third president of SSC last 
February by the California State College 
Board of Trustees 

The new president said he had “‘nothing 
but good”’ to say about SSC’s academic 
program, referring to the nine nationally 
accredited programs here, ranking SSC 


3rd annual SSC

A capacity crowd of students, aca- 
demicians, families and friends managed 
to be on hand at the outdoor theatre by 
7 p.m. June 12 for Sacramento State 
College’s 23rd annual commencement, 
despite threatening clouds and bumper to 
bumper traffic leading to the campus 

Calling his generation the establish- 
ment’s ‘“‘Frankenstein monster,”* student 
speaker William H. Fletcher countered 


by saying his generation, too, feels 
threatened. He then called for a new 
university and a_ world citizenship 
characterized by love for all mankind, a 


willineness to share, and a desire to 
learn. 
Fletcher challenged those who con- 


deran welfare to get to know the recipients 
and then remember that “‘we are ina 
society in which full employment is con- 
trary to the interests of the economy oo 


Moving to the racial discrimination 
plaguing our nation, the honor graduate 
said, “Let any white who denounces the 
movements of our black brothers in their 
fight for liberation move into the ghetto 
and know what it is like to grow up there, 
and then let him remember that because 
of his skin color he can move out again.”’ 

Fletcher, who studied one year at the 
University of Madrid, claimed the US 
could learn much from other nations, 
citing Spain, normally thought to be under- 
developed, as a country that provides 
more adequate public housing and pub- 
lically financed medical facilities than 


the richest nation on earth

He also referred to Communist East 
Germany, where higher education is being 
stimulated by offering an adequate stipend 
to all students, enabling that country to 
boost their university enrollment to the 
highest per capita of student aid in 
Europe. 

Wearing the traditional black cap and 
gown, but complimented by a blue and 
white peace armband, Fletcher said our 
nation is at an impasse because of 
splinter groups and predicted the new 
university will become the fomenter of 
world citizenship. 


Peace Armbands 


The peace armbands were an option 
open to graduates and faculty members 
choosing to not don the regular regalia. 
An estimated 250 graduates wore suits 
or dresses with armbands, many others 
wore traditional academic garb in ad- 
dition to armbands, while a few elued 
white peace symbols on their morta: 
hoards 

These students wearing peace arn 
bands had elected to pay $5 to the Pea 
Commencement Fund, a national voluntary 
fund devoted to the promotion of peace 
candidates in political races in the fall 
elections 

The national movement of the fund 
began at Yale in May, following the death 
of students indemonstrat oason American 
college campuses 

The movement at SSC was directed by 
co-chairman Peg Vanderlaan and Henry 


Whitnev, both candidates for a master 


among the highest in the state college 
system 

Responding to a question in regards 
to former Acting President Butz, Hyink 
said he has ‘“‘the highest respect for Otto 
Butz,’’ adding that Dr. Butz still holds 
the position of academic affairs vice 
president. He said he has invited Butz 
to continue on in that capacity and indi- 
cated Butz will make up his mind “‘very 
soon."’ 

Asked to comment on the new alternate 
-ducation established last month at SSC 
following the killings on American cam- 
puses and the invasion of Cambodia by 
US military forces, Hyink indicated he 
was ‘“‘very much in favor’’ of continuing 
the program next fall but qualified his 
answer by voicing disapproval of giving 
students credit simply for demonstrating 

Fielding a question concerning the 
denial of the right to speak on campus, 
Dr. Hyink remarked that each individual 
speaker and the circumstances should 
be considered separately 

“Broadly speaking, a campus should 
be a place where all ideas are voiced, 
but if those ideas result in violence, as 
they did with Kunsler (attorney for the 
Chicago Seven’) at Santa Barbara, it 
seems to me a campus and society should 


think twice on some of these things.’ 
Hyink said he would ‘hope to en- 
courage’’ such methods of communication 


as the recently heid Campus-Community 
Dialogue, where over S00 members of 
the community met and talked with stu- 
dents on the SSC campus

Downey claimed to have a genuine 
fascination for the new college of today, 
“most important,’’ he added, ‘| have an 
unbounded confidence in the long range 
ultimate success and glory of the class 
of 1970 nationally 


“Unquestionably, the inability, un- 
willingness or refusal to accept criticism 
nust necessarily be a major cause in the 
polarization of views that has divided 
unpus and community, academia and 
business, students and government,” 


Downey suggested 


He challenged the graduates to write 
down their views as to the ethics, honesty 
and fairness of business people ingeneral 

‘4 would then predict, 10 years from 


now, after living and experiencing the 
business world, vou will look back at the 
opinion you wrot« down tonight with amaze- 
ment that vou could have evaluated the 


business world so low, but with gratifi- 
cation that it turned out so much better 
than vou had anticipated,’ Downey said 
optimistically. 

‘4 do wish to single out one of the 
most pressing problems of our day,’ he 
continued, ‘“‘where in my opinion. the 
campus community, perhaps more than 
any other segment of our society, has 
been responsible for the progress that 
has been made — the fight against racism 
and discrimination.” 

He said racism is doomed and predicted 
large scale intermarriage s between blacks 
and whites. 


Butz Praised 


There were words of praise and a 
standing ovation for Acting President 
Otto Butz after Dr. Norman R. Roth, 
acting academic vice president, observed 
that ‘‘during the past three years, the 
heritage at Sacramento State College has 
been enriched by the presence on our 
campus of Otto Butz.” 

Butz responded by saying he had had 
a delightful three years, “the most en- 
joyable and fulfilling and maturing three 
years of my life, and so | am very grate- 
ful."’ He also received an Academic 
Senate resolution of appreciation and a 
plaque from the Student Senate. 

Also congratulated at commencement

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Law on the rampage, 
Nazi Germany relived 


Citizens of the entire nation should be shocked and 
stunned by the almost unbelievable reign of terror and 
systematic brutality the residents of Isla Vista suffered 
at the hands of sheriff's deputies. 

One official in that Santa Barbara university community 
expressed it well when he said, “‘Now I know what it was 
like to have lived in Nazi Germany.”’ 

Innocent bystanders, including two plainclothes police 
officers and a deputy district attorney, were clubbed or 
dragged off to jail by the deputies. . 

The Sacramento Bee, in an editorial following the June 
12 rampage by the law, said: 

“Uncalled for acts against innocent citizens, including 
smashing in the doors of private homes to haul away 
individuals in no way connected with curfew violations, 
amount to a desecration of civil rights on an almost un- 
precedented scale.”’ 

The Bee continued: ‘‘Even the most militant law and 
order. advocates cannot but be shocked by the rampage 
let loose by these officers. The whole citizenry of Cali- 
fornia is beholding the spectacle of extremist law enforce- 
ment playing directly into the hands of the radicals who 
seek precisely that end — an over-reaction by the law in 
order to justify further disruptions.”’ 

A federal court suit stemming from the overkill tactics 
charges authoriiies with deliberate lawless enforcement 
of the law. The suit says there were ‘‘numerous numbers”’ 
of individual cases of humiliation, intimidation and violence 
by law enforcement agencies. 

The State Hornet views the terror by police as untenable 
and calls on Governor Reagan and the Justice Department 
to launch a thorough investigation into the entire mess. 

Those deputies who bludgeon cowering women belong 
behind bars, not behind a badge.

Black community is 
split politically, 
hungry for unification 


For some time now, we have been intensely concerned about the 
nature and direction of politics and leadership in our community. If 
there is any factor in this black community that is fragmented, con- 
fused, impotent, twisted and ineffective, it is the one in the area of 
politics and leadership. Leadership and fellowship, registered and 
unregistered, rich and poor, intellectual and ignorant, all contribute 
to the messed up state of affairs which exists. We are apparently 
split so many ways within and without the regular party structures 
that the general public has low confidence in any meaningfu! direction. 

Further, there is little apparent need todo any meaningful politicking 
or promising in vr community. 

The total black community is hungry for sound, honest, sensitive 
and united political participation. For yearsthe overwhelming majority 
of black people have blindly followed the Democratic Party line or a 
glamorous personality of the Democratic persuasion. Many of the 
frustrations of both parties are beginning to come out in today’s news 
articles. The Republican Party, for all its obvious wooing of the South, 
has done relatively little to break the hold the Democrats have on 
black voters. 

The black community, while large, is too small to weather the winds 
of division from within. We must pull together. Irreparabie harm 
has resulted because of the inability and unwillingness of black Re- 
publicans and Democrats to work together for the common good of all 
black citizens. The announced social goal of eliminating segregation, 
discrimination, poverty and achieving full equality have no focus for us 
in the political realm. 





Wheat from Chaff 


Black and white candidates suffer from the weakness of black voters 
in separating the wheat from the chaff in the selection of governmental 
leaders on all levels. 

For years we have had people who have hustled us, and played games 
with our lives.

Mr. Jensen has taken it upon 
himself to comment upon pro- 
fessional responsibility. One must 
assume then that he is acquainted 
with the words profession and 
responsibility and the special sig- 
nificance these words have in the 
engineering profession. In the 
light of available evidence, how- 
ever, this assumption remains 
unconfirmed. Mr. Jensen’s letter 
does not represent a responsible 
analysis in the best sense of his 
training as an engineer. This 
sugrests to me that not only is he 
devoid of professional reason and 
responsibility, but lacks a certain 
moral responsibility as well. 

Perhaps Mr. Jensen should re- 
move the skeletons from his own 
closet. He may not then be so 
anxious to accuse fellow students 
and the engineering faculty of his 
own shortcomings.

1 would like to comment on 
the discussions by Mr’. Jerry Reed 
regarding the spectre of irrele- 
vancy in the educational estab- 
lishment and its relationship to 
the master’s thesis. 

Some work is being done to 
deal with the relevancy problem. 
The School of Engineering, for 
example, is bringing to bear em- 
phasis on Socio-Engineering. 

Mr. Reed also failed to mention 
that there is now an option to the 
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master’s thesis in some depart- 
ments. That option is additional 
course work plus comprehensive 
examinations in the student's field 
of concentration. 

The existence of an option in- 
dicates that more thana few people 
agree on the matter of master’s 
thesis irrelevancy. 

However, the requirement of a 
comprehensive examination seems 
to indicate that these same people 
don’t have the strength of their 
convictions. The exam is seen as 
a penalty for not writing a thesis 
which, as Mr. Reed pointed out, 
is an “‘establishment’’ obstacle. 
The exam is redundant if course 
objectives can be assumed ac- 
complished as indicated by a 
passing grade. 

I feel that a thesis should be 
the option to course work, and 
allowed only to the student who 
can demonstrate the value of his 
particular study.

the instructor with our blackness, e.g., we read a little bit of Malcolm 
X and then hustle our way through playing the black intellectual game. 
This has its good effects in that it does encourage us to do some read- 
ing. 
Another game that is played is that of Revolutionary Rhetorician. 
This game features the articulate, attention-grabbing brother who can 
come on with all the rigorous rhetoric and little follow through. He 
specializes in helping to develop confrontation tactics but splits when 
the time comes for action. 


Tall and Cool 


Then there is what we call the ‘Black is Beautiful’’ game. This 
olack features the tallest Afro, the coolest dashiki, the grooviest bell 
bottoms, and the pendant. While proclaiming **Black is Beautiful’’, he 
parades across campus or to the cafeteria with a white chick swinging 
on his arm. Yes, there have always been the gamers, the game players 
We suppose there always will be. The danger lies in the fact that the 
players actually begin to believe the game, and that those standing by 
don’t recognize that a game is really being played. 

But the situation today is not one of games. The difficulty is that the 
legitimate aims of our people are being messed up and prostituted by 
hustlers playing revolution. There are undeveloped naive black and 
white youth being victimized by the campus and community hustlers. 
Their game has been so perfected that one has difficulty recognizing 
it. Quite often their game reaches the level of an organized conspiracy 
— a conspiracy which is both frightening and frustrating in its com- 
plexity.

The task before us ts a monumental one 
The era of clowns and comedians should be recognized for what it 1s 
and rapidly brought to a close Our task 1s awesome, and it 1s not 
made any easier by the diversionary tactics of the game players and 
hustlers. It is imperative that the black community know the difference 
between the committed leadership, the comedians, the hustlers — be

Teacher Ed. slapped, 


accreditation to 2 yrs. 
re the 


In a slap at teacher 
education in eight California in- 
stitutions of higher education, 
including Sacramento State Col- 
lege, the State Board of Education 
has shortened the traditional S- 
vear accreditation period to two 
vears. 

Chairman of the State Accredi- 
tation Committee, Paul J. Harney, 
in a report to the board at its 
recent (June 11-12) meeting in 
San Diego, recommended three 
years. 

“The usual accreditation period 
for institutions eligible for certi- 
fication is five years,” he said. 
‘To reduce it to three years Is 
quite a shock.” 

‘Maybe they need an ever big- 
ger shock,’’ said State Board of 
Education Chairman Howard Day, 
at which the audience applauded. 

Harney said he could not be 
specific as to reasons for the re- 
commendation for shortened 
periods. 

‘In some cases there was a 
lack of commitment to the pro- 
gram,”’ he said. “In others, 
there was a lack of adequate staff 
and adequate program.” 

He said some of the colleges 
had not been checked by the ac- 
creditation committee for 10 
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ENS — 
olleges listed by 
The Univer- 
sity of California campuses at 
Berkeley and Irvine; California 
State Colleges in San Bernardino 
and Sacramento; Occidental and 
Whittier Colleges and Costa Mesa 
and Biola Colleges in Southern 
California. 

The board’s action in reducing 
accreditation to two years means 
the teacher education departments 
at all eight schools must tighten 
up their operation by 1973 when 
they will again be checked by the 
committee. 
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New instructor approval 


cards new available 


for fall 1970 


One of the major problems 
contributing to the frustrations of 
registration stems from the com- 
plexity and uncertainty associated 
with instructor approval courses. 
Many of the instructors concerned 
are unavailable during registration 
week and departments are some- 
what reluctant to approve such en- 
roliments. Often in the past stu- 
dents departed the registration 
area in vain campus searches for 
the individual instructors. In many 
cases this procedure caused the 
student to lose his precious 
priority in registration and led to 
a certain amount of ill feelings. 

The uncertainty of obtaining the 
desired instructor approval! course 
often leads to the student enrolling 
in a less desirable course as a 
backup to his schedule. This latter 
course is usually dropped when 
permission is obtained to add his 
first preference. Unfortunately, 
the “play it safe’’ enrollment 
practice initiates a course panic 
and numerous classes are 
prematurely closed before the 
registration period is half com- 
pleted 


To alleviate this situation a 
new INSTRUCTOR APPROVAL 
CARD has been designed and is 
now available to students for the 
fall semester. Cards may be ob- 
tained at the Registrar’s Service 
Center for those students desiring 
to obtain advance instructor ap- 
proval for fall 1970 enrollments. 
The approval card, signed by the 
appropriate instructor, will be a 
prerequisite for enrollment in all 
audit, credit without evaluation and 
instructor approval courses (‘‘i" 
courses listed in the schedule of 
classes). The card will not be 
utilized during the change of pro- 
gram (add-drop period) where 
approval by the instructor 1s main- 
tained by control of the add cards. 
Instructor approval will not imply 
early registration or priority for 
classes; the card will indicate that 
the student has the instructor’s 
approval to enroll in a particular 
course only if the course is still 
open at the time the student regis- 
ters 

Detailed instructions for use 
of the approval card will be pub- 
lished in subsequent schedules of 
classes

Editor’s note: S.W. Shin, an instructor in Far Eastern philosophy 
at Sacramento State College, offers the following insights into modern 
man’s problems and the philosophies created by man to cope with 
life.

then, does modern man become uncasy? The main reason 1s 
Man is always uneasy, because he has 
too many contradictions in life. For example, some people are born 
beautiful, healthy and talented which makes them happy; some others 
are born beautiful, healthy and talented which makes them happy; 
some others are born ugly, diseased and ignorant which makes them 
frustrated. Man has a conflict between instinct and reason within 
himself and the conflict is not easily resolved. He also has contra- 
dictory feelings of joy, sympathy and love, and sorrow, envy, jealousy 
and hate. Thus, the mixed nature ofman always makes him emotionally 
unbalanced and confused. 

The second reason for the uneasiness of modern man is the develop- 
ment of modern science. Modern science is the greatest achievement 
of modern man and brings conveniences to make his life comfortable 
However, on the other side, modern science deprives man of humanity 
to make him a part of the machine and a number of the computer 
Dehumanization eventually leads man to be uneasy and confused. 

The international tensions caused by imperialism and a series of 
wars as a result of these tensions make modern man also uneasy and 
frustrated. Geographical discoveries, capitalism and modern trans- 
portation bring to mankind a chance to meet other races and cultures 
However, a premature encounter between races and cultures produc ed 
two mistakes in modern history. The first was colonialism; the second 
was racism. European expansions into Asiaand Africa and the practice 
of colonialism promoted serious tensions between Asian and African 
nations and European nations. The tensions eventually lead the nations 
into a series of wars and make modern man disturbed and confused 

The final cause for the uneasiness of modern man is racial con- 
flicts. The differences of language, custom, skin pigment and way of 
thinking between races gave a cultural shock to modern man, and 
deeply planted prejudices in his mind. The prejudices of one race 
toward another eventually developed racism as an institution and 
further lead to bloody fighting. Thus, the racial conflicts make man 
uneasy. 

How vould modern man eliminate these causes of uneasiness and 
confusion of life? Eastern thinkers created various philosophies to 
contend with the problems of life and the universe. They tried to 
discover the meaning of life and the way of attaining peace of mind and 
social harmony. This paper deals with the representative schoois of 
Eastern philosophy such as Confucianism, Taoism, Mohism, Legalism, 
Hinduism and Buddhism which may offer a feasible solution to modern 
man. 

The Hundred schools of Chinese philosophy were developed in an 
age of chaos and great confusion. The Chou period (1122 B.C. -222 
B.C.) in Chinese history was a chaotic time with a corrupt dynasty 
and many small states fighting one another. Confucius, the founder 
of Confucianism, was born during this period and eventually became 
concerned with the problems of his time. He divided the problems 
into three parts: self, family and state, tried to find out a relevant 
answer for them. 


What is Confucianism? 


Confucianism is a philosophy based on the principle of Jen or 
humanity which embodies filial piety, fraternal love, loyalty and al- 
truism. According to Confucius, filial piety is a prime virtue of man, 
and is the source of all human relations. Filial piety means respect 
for parents while they are alive and respect for the spirits of parents 
after they die. Thus, within the family, through the practice of filial 
piety, man has his first respectful human relationship with his parents.

Man, then, has another relationship with his brothers expressing 
his feelings of love toward them. Within society, man maintains 
further relationships with his teachers and ruler. He should respect 
his teachers and pay loyalty to his ruler, because the teachers educate 
him and the ruler serves for the welfare of people. Finally, man 
should have decent relationships with neighbors, and express his 
feelings of sympathy toward them. 

Confucius, then, advocated that Jen as an innate virtue should be 
the basic principle for self-cultivation, the regulation of family and 
the government of state. When a man adopts the principle of Jen for 
self-cultivation, he becomes a perfect being which Confucius called 
Ch’un Ch’u; when Jenis applied inthe family, the family will be orderly 
and peaceful; when Jen becomes a basic philosophy for the state, it 
will be harmonicus and peaceful 

Mencius. the second sage, followed the teachings of Confucius, 
believing that Jen is an innate virtue, and, therefore, should be the 
basic principle of human relations. However, he emphasized Yi or 
righteousness to realize Jen. Jen is man’s heart; Yi, which is the 
product of the accumulation of Jen, is man’s path. Through Yi, Mencius 
thought, man realizes Jen in his life. 

Unlike Mencius, Hsun tzu, the third Confucian sage, developed 
different interpretations of the teachings of Confucius He refused 
to believe that Jen is an innate virtue. Man, according to Hsun tzu, 
attains Jen through the teachings of the sages. He, further, said that 
man’s nature is originally bad; man is born with envy, jealousy and 
hate instead of Jen. Therefore, Li or code of conduct and education 
can only transform man’s evil nature into good nature. However, he 
has no objection to his predecessor’s point that Jen should be the 
basic principle of human relations 

Later, neo-confucian fresh interpretations to the 
orthodox confucianism and added some new ideas. Neo-Confucianism 
developed a metaphysical principle along with a moral principle. Chu 
Hsi, the synthesizer of Neo-confucian ideas established Ri and Ch’) 
dualism Ri is principle or form;  ch’i is maiter or substance 
According to Chu Hsi, all existent things are made up of prin iple plus 
matter. However, he believes, Ri exists prior to Chi. Ri ts the basic 
principle of life and the universe as Chu Hsi says that where there is 
Ri, there is the world. Riis also the source of virtue, it enables man 
to discover the principle of Jen 

In conclusion, Confucian thinkers, without exception, taught that Jen 
is a prime virtue of man, and ts the source of all human relations 
Therefore, Jen should be the basic principle for self-cultivation, the 
regulation of the family and the government of the state
